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DIRECTORY  OF  OFFICIALS  AND  OROANIZATIONS  CONCERNED  WITH 
THE  PROTECTION  OF  BIRDS  AND  GAME,  IDlO.i 

The  seventeenth  annual  directory  of  officials  and  organizations 
concerned  with  the  protection  of  birds  and  game  in  the  United  States 
and  Chinada,  revised  to  July  15,  1916,  has  been  arranged  on  the  same 
plan  as  the  directories  issued  each  year  since  1900.  Its  object  is  to 
present  in  convenient  form  the  addresses  of  persons  from  whom 
information  may  be  obtained  concerning  the  game  laws.  It  also 
shows  the  date  of  establishment  of  each  State  commission  or  warden- 
ship,  the  changes  which  occur  in  such  offices,  and  the  publications 
issued  by  game  officials. 

The  most  important  changes  in  1916  are  the  establishment  of  a 
department  of  game  and  fish  in  Alississippi,  and  a  department  of 
game  and  inland  fisheries  in  Virginia,  the  reorganization  of  the  con- 
servation  commission  in  Louisiana,  and  the  consolidation  of  the  office 
of  game  warden  with  that  of  several  other  offices  under  a  conservation 
commission  in  Alaryland. 

In  17  States  and  Territories  the  enforcement  of  game  laws  is 
intrusted  to  game  commissioners,  wardens,  or  other  State  officers; 
in  Florida,  to  local  peace  officers;  in  Nevada,  to  county  wardens;  and 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  the  Metropolitan  Police.  The  first 
special  game  wardens  were  the  local  officers  appointed  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts  in  1739  for  the  preservation  of  deer,  and  called  deer  reeves 
in  1761.  Moose  wardens  were  appointed  in  Alaine  in  1852,  and 
ducking  police  in  Alaryland  in  1872.  The  first  State  commissions 
whose  jurisdiction  was  extended  to  include  this  work  were  the 
fish  commissions  of  California  and  New  Hampshire  in  1878.  Several 
national  organizations  are  interested  in  the  protection  of  birds  and 
^  game,  of  which  two  are  really  international.  In  addition  State 
associations  and  many  local  organizations  cooperate  in  the  work  k 
of  protecting  game  in  32  States.  One  of  these  associations  was  or¬ 
ganized  in  1841,  another  in  1865,  and  a  third  in  1871.  Similar 
organizations  have  been  formed  in  8  Provinces  of  Canada,  of  which
